The Times expressed conservative 
English opinion as follows: 

"No pressure that ever threatened 18 
equal to that which now hangs over 
the United States, and it may safely 
be said that if In future generations 
they faithfully meet their liabilities 
they will falrly earn a fame which will 
shine throughout the world.”
